Nevertheless, in order to expedite future prosecution of the present application, 
the following comments are noted. The proposed amendments appear likely to be 
sufficient to overcome 35 USC 102 rejections over Dorogushin et al (Soviet Union 
Patent SU308662) and Himmelmann et al (US Patent 3480431). However, it does not 
appear that insertion of 'a protein microarray support' would overcome Bauer et al (US 
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Patent 5639589) because according to p 5 line 10 of the present specification, plastic is 
a commonly used support for protein microarrays and Bauer teach both polyester or 
polyethylene (i.e. plastic) films. 

In so far as optical interference is concerned, Applicant's counsel argues that the 
adhesive layer according to Bauer et al will optically interfere with protein microarray 
applications, however counsel does not provide objective evidence establishing this as 
a fact, through a CFR 1 .132 declaration or other reference.
